that the paper mill's consump- 
tion of chlorine gas for bleach- 
ing purposes had been cut 10 
per cent. 

The local plant, which makes 
50,000 tons of bleached sulphite 
pulp and over 3,000 tons of 
bleached kraft a year, will have 
to get along with almost a mil- 
lion fewer pounds of chlorine. 
Its annual consumption is close 


There is only one answer on 
how to get along with less 
chlorine—that is to reduce the 
whiteness of the paper produced. 
This can be done by using the 
same amount of chlorine in high- 
er qualities and proportionately | 
less in the lower qualities of pa- 
per, or by a straight ten per 
cent cut in all grades. Since the | 
order hits all paper mills alike, | 
there will be no competitive | 
problem. 

This is the first priority exer- 
cised in the actual production of 
pulp and paper, although the 
shortage of stainless steel and 
other metals has been felt for | 
some time. The mill, which en- 
joys no priority preference, de- 
spite its government orders, is 
going to have to get along with- 
out some of these metals. This 
will work no particular hard- 
ship, Mowever. A mill official 
stated the plant can get along 
“indefinitely” without purchases 
of these metals.

Power Lines 


Allocation of $1,602,700 for the 
construction of a second double 
circuit 115,000 volt transmission 
line between Bonneville dam and 
Vancouver through this area has 
been approved by the Bonneville 
administration. 


The new lines will be located 
about one mile south of the pres- 
ent line, which goes through the 
Fern Prairie and Sunnyside dis- 
tricts. They will consist of two 
115,000 volt lines strung on a 
single row of steel towers, and 
will carry a portion of the output 
of Bonneville generators 7, 8, 9 
and 10 for future requirements 
of the Portland and lower Col- 
umbia load centers. 

Could Serve This Area 

In building the second system 
of lines, the Bonneville admini- 
stration ts coytemplating even- 
tually serving’ power needs in 
Camas and Washougal, when and 
if big industrial plants locate 
here or other power loads are 
developed. A substation would 
be located here to take power 
off the new line. 

Construction of the new line 
will be started as soon as a con- 
tract is let, the Bonneville ad- 
ministration announced, It wall 
be completed within nine or ten 
months. 

The present two 230,000 volt 
lines carry power from the dam 
to the substation at Ampere, 
near Vancouver. One of these, 
temporarily energized at 115,000 
volts, will be stepped up to 230,- 
000 this fall
